The communication filed on 10/29/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following omissions 
or matters: 

1) Applicant improperly indicates claims directed to the elected group: Group III begins from claim 31, rather than claim 33 as 
indicated. Subject matter of claim 33 (polynucleotides encoding polypeptide used in claim 3 1) is not fiulher limiting claim 3 1 as the 
method claims are drawn to producing polypeptide polymer rather than polypeptide itself Election of a particular polynucleotide 
(SEQ ID No. l)is non-responsive; a polypeptide specie should be elected instead. 

2) Further, in view of amendment of claims 3 1, the following additional election of species is requested: 

Elect polymerization conditions from self-assembly or polymerization in the presence of a template molecule (as in claim 31 (b)j '
